I Standing  together  against  a percentage 
increase  in  freight  rates  across  the 
board  is  beginning  to  bear  aome  fruit. 
Freight  rates  are  on  three  agendas  now.  The 
Transport  Board  has  deferred  until  January 
hearing  of  the  railways'  application  for  an 
interim  Increase  of  18  per  cent,  on  top  of  the 
protested  award;  the  Provinces  have  been 
promised  a hearing  by  the  Oovernor-Oen- 
eraJ  in  Council:  and  the  Dominion  stands 
pledged  to  a Royal  Commission  to  inquire 
into  the  effect  of  rates  on  the  national 
economy. 

Outside  of  that.  British  Columbia  has 
been  given  a date  in  early  November  to 
si^eak  to  Its  request  for  removal  of  the 
mountain  differential  before  the  Transport 
.Coal'd. 

The  poslixinemrnL  of  the  hearing  of  the 
railways'  interim  application  followed  the 


protest  of  seven  Provinces,  all  save  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  that  their  appeal  against  the 
21  per  cent  award  had  not  been  dealt  with 
finally  They  pointed  out  that  such  an  in- 
crease as  asked  in  the  new  railway  applica- 
tion would  involve  an  aclditlonal  $85,000,000 
yearly,  on  top  of  the  larger  sum  represented 
In  21  per  cent  increase  against  which  their 
appeal  U being  taken. 

With  all  these  hearings  slated,  freight 
rates  and  their  effect  on  national  economy 
on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  ability  of 
shippers  to  bear  the  tolls  on  the  other,  are 
✓ due  for  a more  concentrated  airing  than 
has  been  the  case  in  Canada  for  a good  long 
while.  Including  the  mountain  differential 
case.  British  Columbia  is  interested  directly 
in  the  result,  because  of  the  long  rail  hauls 
involved  in  the  movement  of  a large  per- 
ccnt-’gc  of  its  materials,  raw  and  manufac- 
tured.

The  blggeei 
thrill  I get  Is  when  I receive  an  airmail,  "your 
lovely  pareel  has  arrived,  everything  wonderful  • 
How  the  butter,  tea,  sugar.  curranU.  raisins,  lard 
were  appreciated.  1 put  a tin  of  Spork  In  one 
pareel  to  Bristol  and  they  wrote  to  say:  ’•Had 
two  dinners  from  it."  And  that  was  a family  of 
fpurl  Vee.  they  sure  could  do  with  a few  extras 
to  make  their  lives  happier.  We  in  Canada  had 
^ loti  and  didn't  realise  one-half  of  what  the  poor 
souls  went  through  — air  raids,  bombed  out  of 
house  and  home,  sleep  in  shelters  and  get  up  to 
go  to  work  as  usual. 

Ood  bless  them  all!  Hope  the  time  wUl  toon 
come  when  they  will  be  able  to  go  and  buy  lust 
what  they  need.  I have  four  sisters  and  Ihelr 
families  living  In  Hull,  and  from  the  newspapers 
I get.  the  need  la  greater  than  ever;  especially  a 
little  change  In  their  diet*.  Am  glad  to  know  the 
health  of  the  British  has  actually  improved  but 
I beg  to  say.  not  In  my  family.

PRF.iMIFRS  of  Canada  may  not  be 
in  accord  with  the  people  of  the 
cnunlry  at  large  when  they  announce 
some  of  their  priferenrei  for  this  and 
that  gift  at  the  duiioeal  of  Govern- 
ment; but  It  la  not  out  of  the  way  to 
assume  tliere  may  he  adverse  criUclsoi 
in  other  parts  of  the  country  over  the 
choice  of  Prime  Minister  Mackenxle 
King,  who.  looking  across  Canada, 
picked  a BrtUah  Columbian  to  Oil  a 
pnslUnn  which  will  have  a lot  to  do 
with  the  cultural  proaresa  of  this 
country  in  the  coming  years 
Canada’s  gain,  of  course.  rcpresenUi 
something  of  a loss  to  BriUsh  Colum- 
bia. but  there  Is  some-  compensation 
for  this  province,  of  which  he  knows 
so  much,  to  have  Or  Kaye  Lamb  as 
Dominion  Archivist,  as  well  as  the 
principal  figure  In  the  development  of 
a iiatjonat  library-ihai  Is,  If  present 
plans  of  the  parliamentary  library 
committee  materialize.  At  the  same 
lime,  the  appointment  Is  a cunipUmeni 
to  one  who  has  worked  so  assiduously 
to  accomplish  ubjecUvea  In  the  Provin- 
cial Library  and  Archives  field. 

Bom  and  educated  mainly  in  BriUsh 
Columbia.  Dr.  Lamb  Is  very  much  what 
you  might  call  a scholar's  scholar 
Froduot  of  New  WeetminsUr  public 
achools  and  a graduate  of  the  UnJver- 
ifUy  of  British  Columbia,  he  has  also 
won  some  scholarships  and  studied  In 
Paris  and  London,  obtaining  hu  doc- 
tor’s degree  from  the  University  of 
London  In  I0SS. 

PROVINCIAL  POBT* 

Back  In  his  native  province  in  1834, 
he  took  on  the  important  dual  post. 
Uon  of  provincial  librarian  and  archi- 
vist, and  during  the  six  years  he  filled 
tliat  position  before  going  on  to  the 
University  of  BritUh  Columbia  to  de- 
velop the  library  there,  became  well 
known  in  Canadian  os  well  as  interna- 
tional library  circles. 

While  Provlnelal  Archivist.  Dr.  Lamb 
also  edited  The  BC  Historical  Quar- 
Urly  and  headed  the  Brttlsh  Columbia 
Public  Library  Commission;  and  after 
assuming  the  university  post  in  1940 
his  aecompllshmente  were  reoogmzcd 
when  he  wss  made  president  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Library  AssoclaUon 
and  the  Canadian  Library  AieociaUoo. 
He  hu  also  had  a lot  to  do  with  the 
expansion  of  the  University  of  Bhusit 
Columbia's  book  building,  the  new 
wing  of  which  he  wUl  tee  running 
smoothly  before  he  heads  for  Otuwa 
early  In  the  new  year. 

Meeting  Dr.  Lamb  on  his  frequent 
visits  to  The  Colonist  editorial  rooms 
In  pursuit  of  leads  which  might  add 
aomethlng  to  the  store  of  Information 
he  w'as  compiling  for  the  provincial 
record.  1 came  to  know  that  he  was, 
among  other  things,  very  much  in* 
teruled  In  the  early  etoriu  of  ships 
Id  relation  to  BriUsh  Columbia  cout 
ports. 

REAUnU  AND  WHAtKRA 
I'm  afraid  I wasn't  of  very  great 
assistance  to  him  In  hla-afTorts.  but 
got  to  know  and  appreciate  hie  eager- 
neae  for  uneoverlng  raetua«  matters 
about  sealers  and  whalers,  old  susm- 
era  plying  between  Puget  Bound  and 
British  Columbia  ports,  u well  as  the 
trading  craft  (hat  made  history  along 
the  west  cout  of  Canada  from  Bound- 
ary Bay  to  PorUand  Canal. 

Yes,  with  Dr.  Lamb's  rtoommenda- 
Uons.  now  that  it  hw  been  decided 
to  give  some  substanUal  thought  to  a 
national  library  for  this  Dominion- 
something  which  is  long  overdue  by 
the  way— there  will  not  be  any  cause 
for  criticism  over  the  appolnlmint, 
ever.

When  they  are  still  too  young  to 
have  been  uught  to  dive  after  fUh, 
the  young  mergansers  form  a proces- 
sion. a long  line  of  40  or  more  of  them. 
I have  seen  130  in  one  flock.  At  the 
head  of  the  snake  of  birds,  head  to  t^i, 
rides  a female  who  regularly  rises  on 
her  end  and  flaps  her  wings  vigorously. 
At  Intervals  in  the  slngle-fUe  proces- 
sion, other  adult  females  are  sUUoned. 
and  occasionally  they,  too,  rise  and 
give  their  wings  a few  beat*.  On  an 
oUy  evening  sea  of  the  Great  Lakes  It 
requires  IlUle  Imagination  to  cemvert 
this  procession  of  husUIng  fish  ducks 
Into  s tea  monster  with  horns  at  Its 
heads,  ears  flapping  and  waving  lU 
fins  now  and  (hen  down  Its  long  and 
grisly  length.

Is  a convenience  fUed  to  the 
I hind  end  of  the  carriage  and 
made  to  carry  luggage.” 

And  “rumble-tumble’*  in  connec- 
tion with  baggage  attached  behind 
a conveyance  needs  no  explanation’ 
By  1817,  Keatlnge,  writing  about 
Ills  'Travels.''  made  this  aUualoo: 
The  Important  point  where 
the  dicky  or  the  rumble-tumble 
were  the  most  honorable  place.** 


And  tn  Dickens'  day  the  rumble 
wu  taken  for  granted  as  the  seat 
for  servanu.  located  behind  the  body 
of  the  carriage.  In  Olekens  we  find: 
“Kit,  well  wrapped,  was  in  the 
nimble  behind.** 

For  the  word's  actual  derivation 
we  can  offer  nothing  more  startling 
than  “rumble"  as  noUe — the  low, 
penlatent  sound  easy  to  imagine  In 
the  picture  with  carriages  which 
knew  only  the  grinding  of  wheels 
over  dirt  roads,  the  enmeh  of  stone 
and  pebble,  the  thud  of  lurching 
into  ruts!
